The chief causes of rain are stated by the.

(1) ‘The 
forced tiszent of moist sir by the slopes of 
mountains, (2) A mass of air invading rather 
suddenly auother mass moving from un opposite 
direction and maintaining its flow below the 
opposing errrent which it displaces. (3) ‘Pho 
ascent of more or less moist air through heavier 
and -colder air to a height where condensation 
of vapour takes place, increased radiation of heat 
towards space, and often electrical developments 
producing further condensation. increase of 
temperature. und renewed ascent with the same 
results. (4) The mixture. of enrrents of air 
from different directions. 


A novel dovico for making visible the 
varixbility in the revolutions of ‘an engine 
has been brought out by Dr. Borkitz, an 
Austrian, and consists of a heavy dise ‘or 
fly wheel mounted loosely on the engine shaft 
and driven by the latter through an elastic 
magnetic coupling, no springs being ased. An 
arm tigidly fixed to the shaft ontside the fly- 
wheel carries two solenoids, the cores of. which 
are fixed to the fly-wheel and can havea limit- 
ed vibration. A system of levers connecting 
the fly-wheel and the arm tilts a smuil 
mirror, and this reflects a ray of light apon o 
sereen. With absolutely steady roming the 
light describes o circle, any deviation showing 
the extent and character of the spocd yariution. 


Serum obtained from animals inoeniated with 
tho pollen toxin of golden-rod has been experi- 
mented with asuremedy for hay-fever, anda 
report of ten well-developed cases shows grati- 
sying results in the treatment of nine. The 
application of the serum to the nose relieves 
hay-osthma, but has no effoet upon similar con- 
ditions due to.cther complaints : 


Mixtures of zinc and alcminium in various 
proportions have yielded nine different well- 
defined alloys. : 

A new German anti-friction metal,2 also 
recommended for dynamo-brushes, consixts of 
copper intersected with particules of. graphite.
